dre boulevard. 

After a four-month drive for 
funds and help, the building 
was completed last February. 
The drive was actively conduct¬ 
ed by the whole Nursery Asso¬ 
ciation and other volunteers 
and got response from more 
than 600 Sierra Madreans with 
contributions or cash, labor and 
materials. 

The building is used as a 
nursery school during the rhorn- 
ing hours, five days a week, 
and is available for other group 
uses and organizations the rest 
of the time. The school is open 
to all pre-school children of the 
city and enrollment is on a 
two, three or five day schedule, 
with about 50 children attend¬ 
ing daily. 

Many of the materials used 
in the building were donated or 
given at cost by local firms and 
industries. Parents of nursery 
school children and friends of 
the school contributed, as well 
as cash, hours of labor and pro¬ 
fessional skill. Fathers of the 
children enrolled did most of 
the actual construction work 
on weekends under the super¬ 
vision of a paid contractor. 

The architect, Mac Cason, fa¬ 
ther of one of the pupils, do¬ 
nated his services. The build¬ 
ing contains approximately 
2050 square feet, and is of mod¬ 
ern, open design. There are 
three spacious play yards, all 
surrounded by chain link fenc¬ 
ing. 

The Sierra Madre Nursery 
School Association has been a 
pioneer in the cooperative nur¬ 
sery school movement and has 
achieved national renown for 
its work. A text-book put out 
by the group i.= used in many 
schools and colleges and as an 
advisory authority by many 
other groups in nursery work. 
The school is entirely non¬ 
profit and .self-supporting. Si¬ 
erra Madre’s Nursery School 
Association is the only cooper¬ 
ative nursery group known to 
have built its own quarters of 
this size and excellence. 

Mrs. Marjorie Green has been 
director of the Nursery School 
since its organization in 1947. 
Two other professional teachers 
are hired by the group, Mrs. 
Alice Tyson and Mrs. Gay Bet¬ 
tencourt, and mothers of chil¬ 
dren enrolled contribute time 
as assistant teachers and su¬ 
pervisors, after a period of 
training by Mrs. Green. Mrs. 
Green also plans parent educa¬ 
tion programs for all Sierra 
Madre parents, teachers and 
residents. 

Honor guests at Sunday’s 
program will be the three mem¬ 
bers of the school’s advisory 
board: Dr. Helen Christianson 
of UCLA, Dr. Elizabeth Woods 
of the Los Angeles city schools 
system and Sierra Madre 
Schools Superintendent Charles 
Skutt. Other guests invited in¬ 
clude pre.sent and past City 
Council members. 

Mrs. George Barnett, chair¬ 
man of the arrangements com¬ 
mittee for the event, said that 
the open house and the pro¬ 
gram planned was intended as 
a large scale thank-you to all 
the members of the community 
who contributed to the build¬ 
ing in any way and to all 
others who are Interested.

Now that the California Leg¬ 
islature has made driver edu¬ 
cation in high schools manda¬ 
tory, teen-age automobile ac¬ 
cidents in the state should drop 
about 50 per cent.

“Findings of the American Au¬ 
tomobile Ass Delation reveal 
that trained driver students 
had only half as many acci¬ 
dents over a three-year period 
as their untrained classmates. 

He also pointed out that an 
Eastern insurance company has 
even established reduced rates 
for automobiles driven by 
teen-ages who have completed 
high school driving classes. 

The week-long institute at 
U. C. L. A. was sponsored by 
University of California Exten¬ 
sion in co operation with the 
California State Department of 
Education, American Automo¬ 
bile Association, and the Au¬ 
tomobile Club of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

College instructors who at¬ 
tended will now spread 
throughout the state to give 
driving courses to high school 
teachers. In turn, they will in¬ 
stall courses in their schools 
this Fall.
